A SWEET C;iCISI!«i. 
'E'ho Sugar Men in u Corn(>r. 

The New York World .saysiTuesugar 
tra.le is passing through one of those 
prolonged states of stagnation into 
which a market sometimes settles, and 
out of which it is so diflicult to revive 
it. Prices are lower than they have 
been befon; in thirty or forty years, 
;uid while the iiieiiibtu',s of tho trade 
prufe.ss to believe in a revival of busi- 
ui-Ks, there are as yet few signs of im- 
proveiiient. Still, this is the very dull- 
. ht season of the year, and, as usual, 
iii.'un refineries are closing temporari- 
ly for repairs and iuiprovementa. 
Several have done so in Philadelphia 
ami Loston. The causes of the stagna- 
tion are that si'vend Cuban [danters 
have been in great financial straits, 
and iiiaiiy have failed, and this has 
foicod out a great deal of sugar at very 
low prices — then a war has being go- 
ing on in thi.s country between n;- 
liiiers and importers, which has caused 
iiiiicli depre,s.-,ion. Formerly the form 
er puieliaseil their supplies of the hit- 
ler, but for u year or two |)ast they 
have gone into tho business of import- 
ing directly, and that has beengradual- 
Iv crowtling out iniporter.s. Several 
great houses, wliiuli formerly did a large 
business in importing sugar, scai'cely 
touch the artiide now. This competition 
h;is of course depressed prices, which 
declined about two cents per pound in 
abijut a year. 

Claus Spreckles' Hawaiian sugar 
monopoly of San Francisco has caused 
much trouble to eastern ridiners, and 
detej-iiiined eflbrts have been made to 
secure the abrogation of the treaty 
witli ihe Hawaiian islaliils, allowing 
ihe free entry of sugar grown in that 
country, it being considered unfair to 
eastern refiners, who have to pay duty 
on their iin)iorl!ilions from Culia, but 
Claus S|ireokles has been a power with 
republican adiuinistrations, and all ef- 
fori.< to overcome the monopoly liavi' 
faileil. .Spreckles has been able to ship 
sugar US fur east as Bt. Louis and under 
sell all eastern refiners. It was rejioried 
ill the sugar trarle yesterday tjiat this 
monopoly was showing signs of disru])- 
tioii, and if this is true there will be 
much rejoicing among the eastern re- 
finers.

A New Plan to Rciluce the Built 
of the Iluiuau Fratue. 

(London Truth.) 
I^r Schweninger of jNlunich has dis- 
covered a new mode of reducing the 
bulk of tho liuuKin fiaine. It is never 
to eat and drink at the same time, but 
to let two hoiii's intervene. He lia.s, it 
is said, cured Prince Bisiuark of a ten- 
dency to obesity in this way. Fat 
])oople have now their choice between 
four systems: First — the original 
Banting, which consists of eating noth- 
ing containing .starch, sugar or fat; 
second, tho Cerman Banting, which 
allows fat, but forbids sugar or starch; 
third, a Munich sy.stein, wliicli consists 
of being clothed in wool and sleeping 
in llannel blankets instead of sluiets; 
and fourth, eating anil ilriiikiiig at the 
same time. In lluxley's "lileinonts 
of Physiology" he divides food into 
proteids, which are composed of carbon, 
In'drogen, oxygon and nitrogen and 
which coiKsists of gluten, albumen, 
blood, serum, tibrin, synnotonin, casein, 
giiletin and ehondriii; fats, which are 
composed of carbon hydrogen and oxy- 
L'en, and consist of all fatty matters 
and oils; amyloids, which are composed 
of carbon, hydrogen, and consist of 
starch, dextine, sugnr and gum, and 
minerals, which consist of water and 
sundry alkalis, earth and metals,

BRITAIN'S COLONIAL DEFENCES. 

The question of coldiiiul defences is oc- 
cupying much attention in England at 
tliia timo. StroBS ia laid on the import- 
ance of looking well after the coaling 
stations of (iruut 15ritiun, and proposals 
will 'oo submitted lo the inipeiiiil parliii- 
niout during the present se.sdiou provid- 
ing for the proj yr armament of Halifax, 
Nova Scotia and Victoria, British Colum- 
bia. Halifax has one of the best anclior- 
agoa on the Atlantic side. It lias accoui- 
inodation fur one thousand lar^ie ships; 
but its fortifications are iniulequato and 
its annanient is ahiiust ob.iolete. A writer 
in the i'all Mall Gazette, referring to Vic- 
toria and BaquimnU, aays that their forti 
ficationa are unworthy the name, and that 
both places could lu: taken from behind. 
The writer expio.:>i's gratification upon 
being told at the admiralty that immediate 
steps will bo taken to render Esqiiimalt 
and Victoria as nearly iuipr.gnablo as 
possible, with the object of preserving 
our coDitnunicationa with the east coast, 
where lie the va-st stores of coal on which 
British fleets iiuist rely in tlio event of 
war, and protecting the griiving dock at 
]is(inimall whicli will ahurtly be com- 
pleted by Caniidian contractms. As high 
as £2,000,000 will be asked for this sta- 
tion. This immense aiinount will bo laid 
out in the construction of fortifieiitions, 
the uiouniiiig of great guns and the en 
largenient and iiiipruvenioiit uf the dock- 
j'ard buildings. It is said tliat Vice- 
Admiral Lynns is strongly in favor of 
placing the station in a state of coiniilete 
defence rit any cost. In a recent issue (if 
the Pall iMall tia/.ette, fSir Alexander 
Qalt said: 

"But as a colonist, my interest is nat- 
urally more excited by the (juestion of 
defending the imiiurlant points iii both 
hemispheres which guarantee the aafetj' 
of Jlritidh C(uiimerce. It has thus been 
■with the fteling i>f greiit diaa|)pointment 
that I have read the meagre and in- 
BufTicinnt concluaioiis at which the gov- 
ornnient has arrived upiui the exhaustive 
report of Lord Carnarvon's committee. 
The great difticuliy in dealing with both 
urauelieB uf the ii.i'*,il i|uoSiii>M liinjuai.i 
be financial. If funds were vnted by par- 
liament and granted by the treasury all 
parties w<nild uniti- m innnediiile ste[)s to 
ensure the pre-enuiience uf liritiali power 
on the ocean. WiW ynu |iernut ino to 
oiler a suggestimi as In a lunde by which, 
at least, the defence of the naval and 
coaling stations abroad might bo at once 
undertaken I The amount of registered 
British and C(jlonial shipping is now about 
9,000,000 tiin.s. It i.s all alike ex[>nsod 
to capturi! in ca.so ut war, and sliuold, 1 
think, directly contnilmie to its own pro- 
tection. I would therefore propose a ton- 
nage duty snfficienl fur the interest and 
redemption of wiiatever amnunt might 
rnquire to bo raised. One iienny per ton 
would yield £37,500 per annum, and Od 
would produce, if capitali/.i;d in termina- 
ble annuilios, probably enough to fortify 
all our principal statiuns. It would really 
be a form of marine insurance, and in 
oaso of hostilitiea wiaild be tenfold repaid 
by diminished rates of war risks. 1 ven- 
ture to think aoeh a tax would bo much 
more fair to such ports as Hongkong or 
Singapore than the pruposeti plan of mak- 
ing thom direct ly cfiitriliute to the cost of 
defences which are nut local but general. 
And I cannot conceive that the great self- 
governing colonies would object to an im- 
post upon their shipping which would 
give them such an additional sense of se- 
curity. The ta.x would actually fall u[)on 
the freight and not upon the shipping, 
and therefore as (!real liritain is the great 
carrier of the world, we .slionUl make for- 
eigners contribute a vi-ry fair share to the 
maintenance of our maritime supremacy. 
As regards collection, it could bo very 
simiily maiiagtid by leiniiriui; pai'inent 
each year on the lirsl clearance granted 
to every British ship sailing from a British 
port." 

"FACTS AND FIGUUES." 

"Whenever we rise to explain niattora 
our anil ia always to plnco before the pub- 
lic facts and ligures. In this, wo believe, 
a diaoriniinatiiig public will bear ua out." 
Thus quoth onr estuemod morning con- 
temporary yesterday. In pursuance of 
his policy of supplying "facts and ligiirus " 
only tine day before he .iup[)ressed 
one-half an otlicial document fur the pur- 
pose of showing tliat onu of his employes 
died of "simple scarlet fever," wliile the 
doctor's certilicate and thai of tin) reg- 
istrar-general assert that he was also 
afllicted with "ylbnininaria and debility," 
arrising, no doulit, from the impure con- 
dition of our conteiniiorary'a earth-closet, 
which he hopes to see generally adopted 
in place of underground sewerage. .So 
much fur our esteeiiiud friend's "facta and 
figures," of whicli a "discriminating pub 
lie" long since became painfully alivo to. 
Further on in hi.i "facts .-111(1 figures" our 
esteemed friend [.ruduces a certilicate thai 
another emiiloyr of his died of ''inllainma- 
tioii of tlie brain," (aiised by '^iliinlinij 
too iiiitch SiKiiiii'li iiuiti r.' 'I'he disgusting 
conduct of our contemporary in tearing 
open the grave and ghoul like rattling .the 
bones of dead men will bo condemned by 
every decent person ; but we cannot help 
remarking lliat iiillammatioii itS the brain 
may arise from many other causes, 
(malaria, for nislance) than drinking 
Saunich water. About the time of the 
commons' election, two years and a half 
ago, our esteemed contemporary waa at- 
tacked by' "inflammation of the brain." 
Did that attack jiriM^eed fnun drinking 
too much Saauich water! Far be it for 
us to insinuate '.hat either (.-f tlio poor 
men who wore carried out feet foremost 
from the Standard olilce lost their lives 
from faults of their own. Wo know- 
that such is not the case* But wo do say 
that our contemporary nonimittod u grave 
olfonso when lie siipiires.sed part of the 
certilicate of V. K. Robin.-ion'a de^lli, and 
tried to palm it oil' on tho public as "facts 
and figures," and ia committing a still 
graver ofTense by maintaining on his 
premises a "clusot" in defiance of the 
municipal bylaw.

To Tin; Eniroit: — Both in Victoria and 
outsido of it I have lately mot people who 
hold santiinonta unfavorable both toward 
Bishop, Ridley and toward .Mr. Duncan. 
Now, air, these aentiments show that a 
great deal of ignorance with regard to the 
true nature of the Aletlakahtlan troubles 
prevails in this part of tho country at 
least. In order that these people, and 
others who hold oimilar aentiments, may 
understand the true nature of these 
troubles, 1 will again solicit your favor, 
hoping that all will read and, witluuil 
prejudice, think over and study it well. 

iVIy first aC(|uaintanco with ti e Simshe- 
ans was in ISoJL lii those days Metla- 
kahtla had no o.xistonce. My impression 
of thom waa that they were an exceedingly 
aavago people, not at all to bo trusted. 
Once I would have been shot by one if a 
third party had iiol knocked up tlie gun 
as he was abi-jut to tire, because 1 would 
not allow him to leave his work whan he 
pleased. I could tell of cold-blooded 
murders of Haidaha who went over to 
trade with them and never again returned 
to their homus; of horrible and bloody 
rites by their medicine men, and of in, my 
other things too numerous to iiuuitiiTn 
here, sutlice it to say that under the llud- 
aon's Bay Company they improved a great 
deal, yet when Mr. Dunoan went amongst 
them they were still practicing their old 
and bloody rites. When ho commenced 
tho work of reformation he had to o|)[i()ae 
and finally put a stop to those rites, and 
by doing ao he got the lU-will of numbers 
of them ; in fact 1 believe ho would have 
been killed only for tho interposition of 
tho 11. B. Uo. Kvun when he and his 
party went to live .U Metlakaht la he stuck 
fast to his princi[ilcs, when he knew Uiej- 
were waiting to kill him. After awhile 
they began to admire his iinb niii alih' 
pluck and listen to whac he told liioiii; 
and listening, thuy began to think he 
meant all he said and did for their good. 
Thus he led thorn to feel that he was 
their suiierior and could make them do 
anything. 

While he was getting them to lay asiib' 
their heathenish rites, he diii not for'.'ct 
to make tliein comfnrtable. He l'oI ihein 
to work together to get out liunliei-, and 
build themaelvea^hoUsos, and linally after 
an unlimited amount of hardship, m son 
shine and rain, in cold, fro-^t, and in 
snow, they t;ot tugether luuilier, and 
without pecuniary :ud, they built tlio.u 
selves one of the largest and liiiest 
churches on this cuust, a church the fame 
of which has reached over all tho civili/ed 
world. In order to get themselves lum- 
ber, they built and worked a saw mill, 
the distance between tliis mill and 
their houses being alioiu three lodes. 
They afterwards built and w.u'ked a tele 
lihono. They also built and worked a 
woolen factory; built a school house, and 
a large council house. They also liy their 
united savings bought a littlo steamer. 
Within these last four or five years they 
have turned their attention to the camiine 
of salmon. They use the little steamer tu 
carry the tish fnmi the boats to the can 
nery. From tlie steamer they are dumped 
into a house lloaling in tho bay, where 
they are cleaned and sent asliure, where 
they are cut up and passed lo the woolen 
factory, where they arc ciHd%(ul, c.iiined 
and soldered. After they are cooked and 
tried they are sent by a short traniw.iy 
acrosi to the council house, '.vhere they 
■M-c. japanned, labled and boxea ready f(U' 
exportation. No Chinamen are employed, 
everything ia dono by the Iiidians tliein 
selves. Cleanliness and regnlari'y is oii- 
served in oyorything. .Mr. Duncan supiu-- 
intunds tho wh'ilo affair. Up early and 
lato, he loses sight of nothing; ho even 
keeps a store fur tho use of his people, 
the bishop keeps one to, and they have 
been trying too undersell each other, 
.-'ill of these impruvementa have been 
made by these peuplu at their uwn ex 
ponae, neither the Church nor its mis 
sioiiary society contributed a !iiiiL;le 
farthing, except tu pay the teaciier -i 
salaries, and I think a little toward iIk; 
school. The P. M. society made an 
agreement with tho Indiana for enough 
ground on which to erect two or three 
houses fur their teacher to live in. 

This piece of ground was not sold to llie 
C. il. S., neither do I understand it to have 
been given away fovbver. On that account 
the bishop and his party have uo right 
whatever to live in any of those houses, 
because the people don't want him. .Mr. 
Duncan has a right to five on this part o( 
tlie property booaiiao they wish to retain 
him as their teacher and adviser. The 
bishop has bought no huid, nor has he Imili 
any bouses at Metlakatlila, iieitlier do ih,' 
people want him. When that is the eas.-, 
why dues he persist in remaining'.' Ncitleu' 
has ho any right to force himself on iln sr 
people, nor has any foreign [joweraiiy light 
tu do it. Suppos(f, by wiiy uf illuslration. 
that the Presbyterians, the Konl,lni^.ts or 
the ilelhodista in this town, having a g(joil 
cungregatiou, and wishing to hove u good 
church, built a tine new one by their indi- 
vidual subcriptions. .\fter the church is 
linished, and the congregation have a pastor 
whom they lovo and trust, a*tl everything 
going on smoothly, the (rreek chinch semis 
out a bishop with orders to turn onl the old 
pastor, and take poss(!ssion uf this I'me new 
church and idl its property; or, the lionii' 
guveriimenl send mil a new go\i iiior, on 
ljuard uf a iniui-of-war, with the tod iwin:; 
dispatches: "We Beeiiig that you are un- 
able to govern yourselves, have made you a 
crowu colouy, anil have sent you a govitr- 
nor." I take the liberty to ask any man in 
this province, if ho would calmly receive 
either of these things it it took iiI.k,-.' 
•Verily, I think not! The troubles at Alet- 
lakathla are neither more nor less than the 
counterpart of these suiiiiosilions. .Me- 
thmks 1 hoar yuu all say, Certainly, we 
never could ace,(^pt, no eonld we allow such 
higb-hnnded proceedings. If so, let ui,, 
ask you, why f(jree on others, because lliey 
are Indians, what one of you would not accept 
yourselves'/ These iicople have tlie lirsl 
right to the lands and buildings, bi cause 
ibey are not ouly the aboriginal inhabi- 
tants, but they cleared tho land and built 
the village without any outsido help. One 
thing, and a very iniiiortant one, has been 
overlooked, which is that if an Indian takes 
a liking to any one he generally stands by 
him at all hazards, iiarticularly when he 
knows he can trust him. If Duncan was 
sent away from iMetlakatlila tli(;y would 
never follow the bishop; thiy would i-ithe'r 
join the Methodist, or else this civilization, 
the labor of years, would i;nd in blood.Tlicd, 
a war between the two parties; 
and linally they might relapse into 
a heathenism worse than ever before. 
Of this 1 shall give an instance: Lmig 
ago tho 0, M. S. sent out a Mr. Uidl, who 
started a niisaion on the Scuigisli reserva- 
tion, opposite Victoria, ho had a good 
number of sc'nolara, and was doing a good 
work among these people, when Bishop 
Hilis came out. Ho got Mr. Hall to make 
uvetything connected with this mission 
over to hiiu, and then turned him uut, 
putting a teacher connected tvith the 
church in his i)iace. The cunseipjence of 
this foolish atep was that tht,- whole thing 
went to tho dugs. Had ho said to Mr. 
Mall, stay with this misstou and do what 
yuu consider best, at this day instead of 
an empty building, in ruins, he would 
have a well-filled acho(d, and this tribe of 
Indians, iiiste-id of being ii lot of drunk- 
ards, would at this day be a credit tu the 



community, and to the church who tried 
to civilize them. Biahop lUdley tried the 
same thing at Metlakahtla, and tho same 
events would have followed, if these In- 
dians and Mr. Duncan had not had more 
sense, the Indiana to hold on to their 
|)ro[ieri,y, and Mr. Duncan lujt to leave 
them. If I had seen Mr. T(Mnliusou'a 
letter in y<uir issue of Xoveinber 15th 
before I wrote this, I might not have 
written it, as that gentlaman's letter fully 
e.>tv>lains the whole cause of the troubles. 
However, I believe that as long as tho 
[uibliu ale (giKn.mt of liio Liuo siaie of 
allairs, too much cannot bo said, in order 
to spread f,ir ,uid near a true account of 
tho whole troubles. .Mr. T imliiisuii says 
in his leiler that they are willing to re- 
fund UKJiioy given towara tho schools. 
Let that be done, and then let the biahop 
loavo there. I don't mean him to give 
up his (lioceso; lot him loavo Metlakalitla 
entirely to Mr. lJuiieaii. Let him (tho 
bishop) go over to .Masset, l,,|ueeii Char- 
lotio Island, and live there; ho will have 
a nice pleasant pla.se to livo in, a nice 
country, and a fino climate. Tho church 
haa a teacher there, a Mr* Harrison. 
Let thom hold by Maaaot, and by no 
moans send anyone to Skidegate. Hoping 
that the Salelile will leave Mr. Duncan 
in charge, settle everything and bring the 
bishop down with them, is the earnoat 
wish of your correapondent,

They claim that from Missoula 
on the Northern Pacific they met with 
disagreeable treatment. The conductor in- 
sisted that aChinaman should travel in the 
same car with them, although every lower 
berth was taken up, and in the next car 
there were but ai.x Chinese. They also 
state that thia Chinaman was abusive lo 
passengers, which the conductor allovred, 
although appealed ti by them. Previous 
to their arrival at Miaaoula they had been 
treated with unvarying courtesy by the 
olhcials, anil say that the immigrant sleep- 
ers provided by the Northern fncitic are 
of the best, and other accommodations ex- 
cellent. 

T'hey arrived in Victoria minus their 
haiul- baggage, which they say was lost 
through the neglect of oflicittls who had it in 
charge. Prijvious to their arrival at Port- 
land a baggage agent came through the 
train and took their hand- baggage, giving 
theiu checks for it. This he aaid was to 
facilitatu transfer across the river, and 
that their baggage would bo awaiting them 
at the Portland tiepot. On their inquir- 
ing for it there it could not bo found, 
an.i nothing could bo learned from the 
olliciala respecting it, the station police- 
man telling thoin that they had probably 
been duped by a swindler. Not desiring 
I to leinam in I'ortlaud, the party, which 
numbered fifteen, loft three of thoiruum 
ber to hunt up the missing baggage.

Thia led to 
her oxpulaion from her father's house and 
expunging her name from her father's 
will. The defendant entered a plea that 
the letter was a privileged communication. 
I'he Idler written by Bernard Coleridge 
to his sister warned her that Adams was 
prompted only by ,i desire to gain money 
and posili'in, and thai Adams had ad- 
mitted so. T'he letter alleged that Adama 
conaiderod Miss Coleridge void of per- 
sonal charma. Adama to-day denied all 
the ptatenieiils in Bernaril's letter, and 
stated that Bernard was actuated by a de- 
.lire to get control ef his sister's money. 
.Adams C'lnteuded that Bernard and his 
father had thrust the marriage upon him. 
Ho waa thrown much in the society of 
Miss Coleridge at a charitable institution 
of which he was secretary and of which 
she was a inoinber. At that time ho had 
no idea of niarriago, and he waa much 
astonished when he received tho letter 
from Lord ddcridge breaking off tho en- 
gagement. The judge rated these state- 
monts iiiadinissiblo.

EASTEP.N STATES. 

New Y^uuk, Nov. 21. — In tho United 
States circuit court to day Judge Brown 
decided that Ah Kee, a Chinese cook, 
arrested for leaving his voasel and coming 
ashore, in violation of act of congress, 
was not a laborer as specified in the act 
and waa discharged with tho understand 
ing that ho leave the country within thirty 
days. Judge Brown further said the act 
applied to Chinamen who wero laborera, 
whether naturalized citizens of other 
countries or not. 

Lynchhokii, Nov. 21. — Tho local papers 
in counties visited with tiie fatal ixourge 
made only brief mention of its ravages, 
but further information ahows that former 
reports wero not exaggerated. The Fays- 
ville Times, Wise county, says 150 deaths 
occurred in that county, and the disease 
spreads over a considerable section. Tho 
foul water aup[ilied ia anpposed lo have 
cauaod tho trouble. Rams have fallen 
and the diseaio is reported aVjating. Phy- 
aiciaiis doacribo it as acute typhoid dysen- 
tery. 

■Vassau, ftlich. , Nov. 21. — John Roador 
and wife, three miles west of hero, were 
at work in a field some distance from lioino, 
and during their absence the building 
waa burned. There were three children 
in the house at the time, tho oldest but 
live years, and despite the utmost oxer- 
lions, they were burned to death. Nothing 
waa saved fnnii the house. 

SOUTH Ki;X S'i'ATH.S. 

LEXiNeiroN, Ky.. .N'nv. 21. .loliii Buili, 
colored, was hanged hero at I2::!l) p. in. 
to-day for tho murder of Miss .Vnnio 
Vauraiter, six years ago. Buah was in 
the employ of Jas. Vanmiter, father of 
the girl. When the killing occurred, 
Buah and the girl's father were engaged 
in a dilficulty, when Miaa Vanmiter, com- 
ing in range of Bush's pistol, he shot her 
in tho thigh, and she afterwards died of 
the wound. 

Savan.naii, Ga , Nov. 21. — Oliver Bate- 
man, a young man of twenty years, was 
cxocutod to day for the murder of two 
young daughters of .lohii McLiiughlin, on 
tho ylst of Aui;usl hist. The murderer 
slept well last night, ate a hearty break- 
fast and appeared cool and unconcerned. 
Throughout tho morning he laughed and 
chatted with those about him. Ho left a 
letter for publication, admitting the crime 
and expressing his penitence. .At the ap- 
poiuteil hour he was conducted to the 
scaffold, erected in a anrt of natural am- 
phitheatre, about a mile from town. One 
hundred deputy marshals made way 
through tho vast throng for the condemned 
man, and ho walkijd to the scafi'old with 
an inditl'uront swagger, but weakened 
somewhat during acriptural reading, and 
murmured a brief invocalioii. The trap 
waa aprung and tho murderer died witli 
acarcely a struggle. It is estimated that 
20,000 people svitnesaod tho execution, 
nniny coining in wagons a distance of 
fifty miles. Baleman's criino was ono of 
tho moat rovolling in the annals of the 
state. Tho facts of the murder of tho 
two girls and subsequent violation of the 
elder one's person in a field near their 
father's house, were published recently,

The facta of 
the case were of a very extraordinary na- 
ture, the accused, after several romands, 
having been demoiiatrated to be quite in- 
nocoiil uf tho charge made against him. 
lie was formerly a confidential servant in 
the employ of Major Ster'ing, of Sysoii- 
by liodge, Melton Mowbrayr and on 
leaving he started in businoas on his own 
acciiunt. Soiiie short time ago it waa 
discovered that the proaocutor's agents, 
Jlackeiizio it Black, of Edinburgh, had 
been imposed U]ioii by tictitieus bills for 
corn and other provender, which were 
tnado out in the name of ono Walter 
Woodlhorpe, of Edgware road. It wm 
the major's custom to pay all accoiiuti 
through his agents, and tho presumed 
liabilities were regularly discharged by 
check. Oil tho aasuniptioa that tho ac- 
cused wna familiar with this mode of pro- 
cedure, and hecauao of a fancied reaem- 
blaiicouf handwriting in his letters, and the 
fabricated invoicoa, ho was given into cus- 
tody and under remand 14 days in tho 
House of Doatention hofors he could find 
bail.

London, Oct. "JG. — Mr. Goorgo 
Hampden Wh".|loy, :(:!, lato AriMiilier of 
Piirliaiuent for Peterborouifli, and 
Tlioinas Herbert, 19, were placed upon 
their trial upon an indictment clutrg- 
ing them with stealing a brooch and 
other property of tlu; value of i!200, 
belotigiug to -Mrs. iMiiry Clanihie. 

Mr. Poland and }ih: Horace Avory 
conducted the prosecution; ^Ir. J. P. 
Grain and Mr. E. \V. W. Edwards 
were counael for Mr. Whalley, and ^Ir. 
Fillan defended Herbert. 

^Ir. Polatul, in o[)eiung the case, 
said the ])roseculrix, Mrs. Mary 
Gamble, was a lady residing in Gole- 
herne-road, ivonsington, and, being 
desirous of letting her house, she came 
into communication witli the defendant 
Mr. Whalley. Incjuiriea having been 
made, Mr, Wliallcy was accepted as 
tenant, and, having to pay the rent in 
advance, ho gave a hill at sight for .£15, 
drawn on a linn in C'oleman-street. 
The transaction, the learneil counsel 
contended, was commenced in a frauil, 
because the bill of exchange subsc:- 
quently turneil out to ()e worthless. 
When posse.ssion was obtained the de- 
fondant .Mr. Whalley and his wife, to- 
gether with the ])rison('r llerl)(!rt, wiio 
had been brought u[) for tliosea service, 
and a man named Fruser, who had 
been educated as a gentleman, wont to 
live in the house. The agreement hav- 
ing be(!n broken legal proceedings wen; 
taken to recover possession, which was 
obtained iu August last, and it was 
thereupon di.scovered that a room 
which had been kept locked by the 
prosecutrix, and contained a ijuantity 
of property of coneiderabiij value, had 
been broken oiton and the whole of tlie 
articles removed. The drawers and box- 
es, which had also sealed uj), 
had been o|)ened aud the contents re- 
niovetl. Tlie prisoners both went to 
iioulogiie, and vvlion Hprbert returned 
to England he was at once arrested. 
Herbert then admitted that he had 
to pawn some of tlu; ))roperty, and that 
Jlr. Whalley had said it would be al 
right and that they would be redeemed 
in a week or two. When the wine cel- 
lars of the bouse were examined it was 
also found that the wine had been 
taken. The prisoner ^yllall<;y was ar- 
rested at Boulogne, iind he asked the 
police ollicer what jirison ho was going 
to take him to, and sulisefjuently in- 
quired whether there wa.s a warrant 
out for Kruser, and what term the of- 
ficer thought he would get if the case 
happened to go against him. 

Mrs. Gamble, liie prosecutrix, prov- 
ed the letting of the Injuse to the [iri- 
boner Whalley, and i;ave a ilescriptien 
of tlu; jn'Operty wliicli slio hail h.'ft in 
the room that was locked U]i. In Au- 
gust last, in coni^eeiuence of what she 
had heard, .she went to the house, anil 
found that the room iu question had 
been forced open, the .seals of the draw- 
ers having been broken. A quantity of 
the property, valu(.'ti at .i'liUO, includ- 
ing the wine in the cellars, was miss- 
ing. Witness had rrci'nt.ly seen some 
of the property iu the hands of the 
pawnbrokers. 

Further evidence was also givfwi by 
locksmith and a domestic servant em- 
ployed at the house, the latter pro\-ing 
that on one occasion she saw four ])er- 
son.s in tlie ixkmii, and also that sIk^ 
had seen tlu; prisoner W'halli-y take 
some of the svine from the cellars. 

Several pasvnbrcdiers' assistants were 
called, proving the ])ledgirig of the 
property on ditlerent occasions by Iler- 
beri, who was stated to have been ac- 
conipaineil by another nmn, but not 
iMr, Whalley. 

A jiolice ollicer spoke to arr(!Stii!g 
the accused, and to the statements then 
made by them. 

. This coinjileted the ca.se for the prose- 
cution, and Mr. (..'rain then addressed 
the jury on the part of Mr. Whalley, 
contending thai there was no founda- 
tion what ever for the assertion which 
had been made on the part of the prose- 
cution that the mattiAr had been com- 
menced in fraud, by reason of the bill 
given by hia client not having been 
paid when due. Mr. Wliallcy bore an 
honored nivnie, both he and his father 
before him having r(!presi'nted Peter- 
borough in I'arlianuint. Willi reg.-ird 
to the bill for Xl.') there was no evid- 
ence' what over to show that Mr. Whal- 
ley did not believe it to be a valuable 
instrument when he gave it, and it was 
certainly not his fault that it was not 
j)aid. There was, tliercfore, no ])roof 
that his client had comlemplated acting 
fraudulently in the. lirst instance, but 
at the tune he took the house there 
could be no doubt that he intended to 
carry out honorably the engagement 
he had entcretl into. He regretted that 
the prosecutrix had been to so much in- 
convenience. The learned counsel com- 
mented strongly u])on the fact that 
there was no evidence whatever that 
Mi: Whalley had |)awned a single 
article of the property in question, and 
that there was nothing at all to show 
that he had been in any way connected 
with the affair excejjt the statement 
made by Herbert, which was certainly 
not evidence against him. The servant 
had proljably lutido a niistak'e in saying 
that she had seen him in the locked 
room, and as for the drinking of the 
wine that was a matter which it would 
be ab.surd to treat seriously. In 18tS0 
Mr. Whalley was returned at the head 
of the poll for PoLcrboruugli, and !ia>'l 
represented that place iu Parliament 
Thatwas aposition which any onemight 
be proud of, and, in conclusion, the 
learned conusel asked the jury to con- 
gider the case strictly in accordance 
with the evidenc(;, upon which he sub- 
mitted that he was (Mititled to claim at 
their hands a verdict of not guilty in 
favor of his client Air. Whalley. 

Mr. I''illaii liaviui; ad<lre.s.sed the 



tended, had acted under tho unlluence 
of -the other defendant, 

The Recorder summed up on the 
whole case, and the jury, in the result, 
returned a verdict of Guilty against 
both defendants. 

Mr. Poland said ho desired, on the 
part of tho prosecutrix, to ruconuneiui 
Herbert to mercy. He was a young 
man of respectable family and had been 
ap[)itJMlIci;d to the iica GOrvice, arid if 
he had not been living with Whalley 
ho would uot have got into this trouble. 
Eraser, though a gentleman by hirtli 
and education, was a man of bad char- 
acter and had been before the criminal 
Courts on several occasion.s. It was 
po.ssible tiiat ho had inlluonced Mr. 
Whalley in tho matter, as he (Air. 
Poland) coulil hardly conceive it like 
ly that Whalley woultl have acted in 
this way except under bad inlluence 
and advice. 

Mr. Grain desired to say a few 
words to beludfof iMr. Whalley. It was 
a verv sad historv. He entered the 
Navy and passed a (irst class examina- 
tion, but, unfortunately, in company 
with a brother otlicer, he met wiih an 
accident, being preci|iitateil from the 
briilge to the deck, in consf-quence of a 
rail upon which they were both lean- 
ing giving svay. Mr. Whalley wtis 
unconscious for 11 days, and in con- 
sequence of the accitlent was unalilo to 
pass his examination. He left the 
Navy and went into the Militia, and 
on outbreak of tho Zulu war ho joined 
Lonsdale's Horse. Upon the death of 
his father became into a large sum of 
meney, but, giving away to intemper- 
ance, ho got into the hands of money- 
lenders, and there was every reason to 
believe that in this matter he liiul acted 
under tho inlluence of Krasor, who was 
stated to have been charged on several 
occasionstind acquitted, but was ulti- 
mately convicted of passing bail cheijues 
at .Margate.
